Itis confirmed that the Ger- 
mans suffered heavy losses in 
complete repulse of their at- 
tack at Bois Bouchot on the 21. 


In Alsace an attempt by the 
Germans to debouch from the 


portion of the village of Stess- 
wihr, still occupied by the en- 
emy, was immediately stopped 
by our fire.” 

London, Feb, 23.—The allies 
in the west again have stayed 
their offensive, which had as 
its obect the relieving of the 
Russia. The be- 
belief in military cireles here is 
that Russia has been able to 
cheque the Austro-German of- 
fensive operations at either end 
of the long line, and that there- 
fore the necessity no longer ex- 
isted for the allies to make 
their effort before they were 
fully prepared.

GERMAN AIRSHIP

London, Feb. 22.—A Braintree 
despatch to the Press Associa- 
tion says that about 8.30 o'clock 
last night a hostile aeroplane 
dropped missles, supposed to be 
incendiary bombs, on the fields 
close to Braintree, but they did 
no damage, 

At840 o'clock an aeroplane 
passed over Colchester, which 
ties about 50 miles northeast of 
London. It dropped a bomb 
which Wavied itself in uw garden 
where it exploded, doing dam- 
nyse to the rear of a house and 
sinashed the windows of other 
houses. No one was hurt.

I am writing this by the roadside, so 
excuse writing. We've had the hell of 
atime. All by ourselves—the English 
ugainst a force of Germans five times 
us big. Our troops have been wonder- 
ful, Beat to the world ,tired and hun- 
ery, they have fought dly, but 
they are well worn now. The intantry 
were grand and the cavalry saved 
them again and again, covering their 
retreat jin magnihcent manner. I am 
coming back all right, never fear. 
Tiave been in such tight corners, and 
under such fire, that if I was meant to 
to I should have gone by now I am 
sure, 

I have just found my kit. I haven't 
changed anything for a week or taken 
off my boots for five days. I looked 
too filthy for words, and have been 
looking after my own horse, and have 
ridden one all the time as I could 
not get the others. He is rather beat, 
but he is a real plucked one and re- 
fuses to go lame. He keeps his condi- 
tion well, too, considering. I hope I 
shall pick up the others today. 

= hear our navy has done well, and 
also Russia. We've fought rear-guard 
actions now for a week, and I don't 
think any troops in the world could 
have done it except us and, perhaps, 
the Japanese. The infantry are too 
pitiable for words in some cases, but 
they stagger on, and never once have 
I met a straggler laboring on but he 
has haa his rie still and forced a 
smile whether wounded or not. 

Iam so dreadfully sorry for the in- 
habitants. Thei- villages set on fire 
by shetls, and they running abcut 
with their few precious things, not 
;nowing where to go. Truly war.is a 
most awful thing. I never realized 
it hefore. All the people are awfully 
food to us. * * I've been ‘very 
hungry at time! Never had more than 
three hours’ sleep a night last week, 
and not always that. I hope and ex- 
pect things will look uy soon.

INCREASING LIVE 8TOCK 


Farmers Should Devote More Atten- 
tion to Live Stock to Meet In 


American ff on cattle a heavy ex-

This export trade, together with man 

farmers selling their calves for vea 

can have but one result in Canada, 
viz: a greater scarcity of meat than 
at present exists, even in a normal 
market, 


The meat industry in Canada should 
not be allowed to dwindle—rather, the 
production of hogs, sheep and cattle 
on Canadian farms should be greatly 
increased. To obtain this increaso 
does not mean that farmers should de- 
vote their whole attention to live 
stock. The majority of farmers will 
admit that with very little extra ef- 
fort and expenso they could increase 
by several: head the live stock on 
their farms without in any way inter- 
fering with their present system of 
farming. 

From reports to the commission of 
conservation, present conditions indi- 
cate a world-wide scarcity of live 
stock, with little likelihood of an 
over-crowded market for many years 
to come. The opportunity for Canad- 
ian fcrmers is, therefore, apparent. To 
take advantage of this, farmers should 
save their heifer calves to produce | 
more cattle, while the others may be 
turned off, not as veal but as beef. 

Expert stockmen advise that thero 
are good times ahead) for those rais- 
ing sheep. The high price of mutton 
and of wool and the comparative ease 
with which a flock of sheep may be 
| sustained upon land which {fs other- 
wise unsuitable for agriculture, should 
suggest a great increase in the num- 
ber of sheep raised by Canadian farm- 
ers. 

Increased production in hogs can'be 
brought about more quickly;than in 
any other class of live stéck, and 
consequently should receive immed- 
late attention. 

Animal production on the farm is 
desirable because it increases the fer- 
tility and crop-raising ability of the 
soil. Good ‘prices are sure to be ob-| 
tained for any surplus which farmers 
will have to sell on account of the in- 
evitable shortage of supply resulting 
from war conditions in EHurope. These , 
two conditions should be,an incentive | 
to/Canadian farmers to increase their 
live stock production. A little fore-| 
sight now, with modern methods of 
feeding, will make increased produc- 
tion easily possible.—F.C.N.

GERMAN SUBJECTS ARE GREATLY 


DELUDED REGARDING THE WAR 


KEPT IN IGNORANCE OF TRUE STATE OF AFFAIRS 


Through the Censorship of the German Press as well as Misrep. 


resentation on the Part of Ge 


rman Officialdom, the People 


of Germany are Kept in the Dark 


From time to time we read extracts 
from the German newspapers, as well 
as wireless despatches from that coun- 
try, showing how the German people 
are kept in complete ignorance of the 
true condition of affairs regarding the 
progress of the war. It would appear 
that even the educated and best in- 
formed of the more intelligent class cf 
the German people have been de 
ceived by the Kaiser, and the military 
party, by misrepresentations of the 
official correspondence between the 
nations previous to the declaration of 
war. The German people are evident- 
ly led to beliéve that Great Britain 
was responsfble for the war, and that 
since the commencement of hostilities 
German arms have been invariably 
successful against the allied troops. 
They even appear to have supreme 
confidence in their navy, and entertain 
the delusion that the British navy will 
be vanquished by their own fleet. 
Through the censorship of news by 
the authorities in Germany, and by 
means of spreading false reports 
broadcast, they are doing everything 
possible to prejudice the opinion of 
neutral countries. Letters are now 
being received in Canada mailed from 
points in the United States, and no 
doubt written by agents of Germany, 
which contain statements bearing on 
the cause and progress of the war, 
calculated to arouse an Anti-British 
feeling. These letters in most cases 
are being sent to the proper authori- 
ties, so that this plan of campaign 
may be exposed. 

As showing the manner in which the 
German people are kept in the dark 
as to the true conditions of affairs in 
respect to the -var situation, the fol- 
lowing letter, written . by ‘a Berlin 
newspaper owner to a friend in Eng- 
land, is illuminating: 

“Never in my life I’ should have ven- 
tured to think that Great Britain 
should ever declare war on Germany, 
the nation to which the Rritish had 
the closest affinity, there being thous- 
ands and thousands, of friendly and 
amicable relations between the inhab- 
itants of the two countries. The of- 
ficial , publication: of the telegrams ex- 
charged between the three soveréigns 
has proved beyond any doubt that Ger- 
many up to the last moment has ex- 
tenced her sincere desire to preserve 
the peace. True, its situation between 
two enemies who were at all times

The Russians, whose millions of sold- 
fers were expected to flood over our 
eastern provinces, have cowardly fled 
wherever they met only a handful of 
German and Austrian soldiers, and it 
is safe to predict that our troops will 
contizue to chase them as far as we 
choose, and whatever there exists of 
the Russian fleet will soon be di 

or, if considered fit for the purpose, 
‘ry the German fiag. And the 
French? We have permitted them to 
enter into Alsace, just as we allowed 
the Russians to pass over our frontier 
for a couple of miles—for the simple 
reason that the fact be established 
that they, not the Germans, were the 
aggressors in 11/3 disastrous interna- 
tional war. But in the meantime, we 
have proven that German valiance and 
courage is the same as 1870, and the 
Belgians, who have been ba advis 
ed that their country should neut 
ralized towards Germany, but open to 
British and French manoeuvres, have 
been shamefully deserte” by their ad- 
visers and are now the first to feel the 
weight of German strategy. Liege, the 
strongest fortress built by French en 
gingers, has been conquered by ordin- 
ary field troops at one assault, its 
© ‘ong forts have been reduced to cin- 
ders by our heavy guns, Brusseis has 
been occupied and soon the last com

“It is a pity that it has come so far, 
and the British people should, ers it ts 
too late, consider what is at stake. As 
far as we hear, British newspapers 
persistently belittle the German suc 
cegses and continue to circulate news 
of;German defeats which have never 
on igo so far, and thus they betray 
their readers, delude them into the 
dangerous idea that Great Britain 
were invincible because of its splendid 
isolation at sea. Still, the vast Brit- 
ish fleet has, as far as we know, up 
to this hour not dared to approach our 
coast, but prefers to do the safa bust 
enss of piracy. I do not believe that 
our navy will follow this policy of 
apparent cowardness, but will before 
long visit the British coast and hunt 
the British vessels, and the result will 
be that the fiction of the British 
navy’s supremacy will go to the dogs. 

“If I knew that this letter safely 
reached your hands, [ will gladly con- 
tinue to tell you what news our pap- 
ers publish of the war, and should 
be much pleased if you would be kind 
enough to reciprocate.”

Business Activity In Regina 

It R can be taken as an 6x- 
ample, it would appear that western 
cities are already recovering from the 
early effects of the war, The mer. 
chants are taking a calm view of the 
situation, and many have combined 
to keep the price of goods as low as 
possible. Some 29 merchants have al- 
ready announced that they will seil 
goods at a very low margin, and the 
result has been that prices have not 
advanced, and in a great many in- 
stances have been reduced. 


The city of Regina has taken steps | 


to assist the settlers in the drought 
areas of Western Canada. All such 
settlers who have’ stock for which 
they have no feed, have been notified 
to ship their stock to the Regina 
Municipal Stockyards, where they will 
be properly fattened, and the pro- 
ceeds, less the cost of feeding, will be 
returned to the farmer. This as- 
sures the farmer of good return: for 
his stock. A proper agreement which 
protects both the farmer and tho city 
has been prepared. 

.The fact that thousands of acres of 
good land in Western Canada are not 
cultivated has resulted in the Regina 
board of trade starting a “closer set- 
tlement” movement. This movement 
has been started with the idea of in 
creas'ng the production of Western 
Canada, as it is felt that the present 
is a very opportune time for such a 
scheme. 

Hven the ladies of Regina are avail- 
ing themselves of the opportunity to 
to economize. The Regina Local 
Council of Women have arranged for 
the holding of special garden produce 
market days, when produce will be 
sold at low prices. Up to the present 
little use has been made of the muni- 
cipal market for such purposes, the 
average citizen having purchased such 
goods from the grocer or butcher. The 
ladies now, however, are making the 
market an entire success, 

Public works to the value of approx- 
imately $350,000 will be proceeded 
with at once in Regina. The works to 
be undertaken or completed incluie 
the 5,000,000 gallon reservoir; filtra- 
tion beds at the sewage disposal 
works; completion of walls and roof 
of the isolation hospital, and compie- 
tion of proposed water and sewer ex- 
tensions. In addition to these works, 
a number of other contracts are al- 
ready carried out, including the erec- 
tion of the new power house ana the 
pavement of the Broad street subway. 


It is expected thta these works will | 


provide employment for a large num 
ber of men. 
The Saskatchewan government has 


announced its intention of giving 1,500) 


horses to he empire. Dean Ruther- 
ford of the Saskatchewan University 
has arrived at Regina and will have 
charge of the selection of the horses 

Already steps have been teken by 
manufacturing concerns in negina, 
having in view preference for British 
and Canadian made goods.

War Experiences of a Canadian 


British newspapers contain a de 
scription of the trying experiences of 
& Canadian lady who showed a noble 
and patriotic spirit in most trying cir 
cumstances. She and two other ladies 
were travelling together. After hav- 
ing succeeded with difficulty in get 
ting from Innsbruck to Munich, they 
got passports from the British consul 
there. “We then started for Switzer- 
land,” she said, “but at Lindau, on the 
ke of Constance, we were ordered 
g* out and detained in the railway 
station refreshment room. That was 
Filday, August 14. We were detain- 
ed in the refreshment room for eignt 
hours, Seven other British subjects 
were with us. There was plenty to 
eat for those who had the money to 
pay for it, and, on the whole; we were 
kindly treated, althougu we were 
much alarmed when a Bavarian col- 
one] came in a state of great excite- 
ment and informed us that the» rench 
and Russians were behaving to his 
countrymen like wild beasts. After 
we had been detained for eight hours 
we were told that the women could go 
but the men of military age would 
have to remain in Lindau. | and my 
companions got away, but two Hng- 
lish ladies who were with their hus- 
bands declined to leave them. The 
party were not imprisoned; they were 
simply told to go to a hotel and re- 
main there. What will become of them 
when their money is all gone I do 
not know. Our journey through 
Switzerland and France was a most 
unpleasant experience. We were six 
days on the journey, and all the time 
we had to stand in the gangways of 
the trains or sit on the luggage that 
was piled up in them. I have lost 
all my luggage, but I am thankful to 
have got back alive. I am only sorry 
now for those we had to leave behind. 
\ hile I was in suspense at Munich 1 
was strongly advised by friends t> 
represent that 1 was a citizen of the 
United States, but I would die rather 
than deny my flag.”

Scientists trom all parts of the Brit 
ish empire assembled in Australia

“Heredity and Evolution’ was & 
direct attack on the Darwinian tLeory 
of evolution—not on the great lacta 
of evolution themselves, but on Dar 
win'’s explanation of them. 

“I suppose,” he said, “that every 
one is familiar with the theory of the 
origin of species which Darwin pre 
muigated. Through the last 50 years 
theis theme of the natural selection of 
favored races has been developed and 
|}expounded in writings innumerable, 
| Favored races certainly can replave 
‘others. The argument is sound, but 
| we are doubtful of its value; for im 
that debate stands adjourned.” 

The president thus oftered no the 
ory of any kind to replace the Dar 


| Winian explanation, but while de 
| stroying it he paid a high tribute 
| to its propounder. 


| If they could not see how a fowh

There was no proot that the do 
mesiic animals had beea developed 
from a few wild types Fowls Te 
sented insuperable difficulties as te 
{ancestry. Dogs, horses, cattie, sheep, 
poultry, wheat, rice, oats, plums, 
cherries had in turn been accepted ag 


derived not from one but from several 
| distinct forms, 

The problem of the origins of life 
still stood outside the range of sclen- 
tific investigation, and when they 
heard of the spontaneous formation 
of aldehyde by the action of light as 
the first step in the origin of lite, they 
thought of Harry Lauder in the char 
acter of a scioolboy pulling out his 
treasures from his pocket saying 
“That's a washei—fer makkin’ motor 
cars.” 

Evidently Darwinism has had ite 
day, and is to be followed by some 
new scientific theory, nature and re 
velation being appareatiy the only 
stable facts in life.
